I{&N21y impotent perſon being prouided for, within the Pariſh where he was borne, 
— | or had becn conuerſant by the ſpace aforeſaid, ſhould without licence wander 
2 Of, abroad out of the ſame, he ſhall be whipped and returned againeto his Pariſh: 
@ andif he ſhall eftſoones offend, then ro be puniſhed as a Rogue. And for that al- 
H "ſointhis time of Parliament, order hath been taken by a colleQion of certaine 
ſummes of money, that all ſuch as were found in and abour the Citie of London, hauing been maymed and 
forehurt in her Maieſties ſeruice,ſhould haue a conuenient relief in money to repaire to the Counties where 
they were borne with Paſports for that purpoſe, (vvhich hath been accordingly performed) and there to be 
. maintained vvith vyeckly portions of money for the ſpace of twentie vveckes ; before the end vyhereof it is 
prouidedby an A@ of Parliament made in this late Seſsion,that ſuch maimed ſouldiers are to haue a continu- 
all veckliepaymentin the places of the Counties where they were borne. For this purpoſe therefore all ofht- 
cersto whom the execution of theſe Statutes doe belong within the citie of London,in Weſtminſter and in all 
otherplaces withinthree miles of the citie, ſhall forthwith cauſe inquiſition to be made of all kind of perſons 
wandering vp and downe as beggars, and-being aged and impotent to compell themto depart and repayre 
totheplaces vvhere they vvere borne, orvvere moſt conucrſant by the ſpace of three yearespaſt; vvith con- 
venient Paſports there to be maintained according to the lawes, and to forbeare from their further begging 
 F inanyotherplace: andſuch others as vvander abroad as beggars, being able to vyorke, and hauing no law- 
| tfullmeanesvyherebyto liue,to be taken and puniſhed as Rogues,according to the lawes in that behalfe pro- 
wal  uided. Andfurther,to ſuffer no ſouldier that pretendethto haue been hurt and maymed in her Maieftics ſer- 
= Micetovvhomrelicfe hath been giuen as aforeſayd,or any other pretending himſelfe to haue been a ſouldier, 
#  Mdnot thoughtyyorthie to be partaker ofthe late reliefe giuen, to continue neere or about the citie of Lon- 
-- Wnor Weſtminſter,the Burrough of Southwarke,or in any place within three miles of either ofthe Cities or 
| Burrough, but to be compelled likewiſe to depart to the Counties where they were borne, there to receiue 
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| Convenientmaintenance. And theſe Ordinances conformable to the lawes of the Realme, the Lord Maior 
| ofthecitie of London, and all other officers to whomir may belong within the limites aforeſayd, are to ſce 
uely and ſpeedily executed, and the offenders puniſhed as they will anſwere to the contraric at their perils.
